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The Spy Sysfem and Us Fruits. 


The bribery scandal developed in the McNamara case is un- 


fortunate for the orderly administration of justice. However, it- 
was just what -every observer - expected. 
Conditions for such a 


scandal have been created by#the injection of politics, newspaper 
rivalries and industrial antagonisms, also by the activities of a'small 
army of mercenaries calling themselves private detectives who are 
under the necessity of making a show to justify their employment. 
The case is being tried in the newspapers, in all sorts of partisan 
gatherings and on the political stump. Strenuous efforts are 'made 
to influence public opinion on the outside to an extent that the jury 
-will fee! the pressure of popular sentiment. The real isstie has 
been so clouded by collateral and extraneous questions, which have 
had the effect of confusing the public mihd/and arousing passions 
and resentments that the real purpose of the trial is obscured. The 
air is filled with rumors and* recriminations which provoke .sus- 


cion. Something of this kind will inevitai iy.; develop in crim- 


inal trials such as the one, now before the Los Angeles Supe- 


r Court,. but the interests of justice and- public order de- 


mand that it shall not be artificially created or fostered with in- 
tent to influence the result. Efforts to manufacture sentiment for 


• against persons charged with crime lead to the manufacture of 


evidence,. and generate' an impression that the case is not being 
tried on'its merits', but^by artifice and chicane. • The courts suffer 
in public respect and confidence in consequence. All evidence be- 
comes tainted with suspicion. Partisan feeling colors everything 
and obscures the sense of right "and-wrong. We have no'opiiisDn 
to express in regard to the guilt or innocence-of the men accused': 
of dynamiting the Times building'nor as regards the bribery .;scan-- 
dal, but we are free to state that the methods employed by both 
sides have an evil tendency. They obtrude intrigue into judicial 
procedure and sap public confidence in the impartiality and ef- 
ficiency of the'courts. Tampering; with jurors and witnesses is an 
inevitable consequence' of employing bands of spies and eaves- 
droppers to dog people around and interrogate under false pre- 
tenses all persons having any sort of connection with the case or 
those engaged in it. In-all countries the spy system-produces.re- 
sults at variance with good morals and the purity of criminal ad- 
ministration.

It is refreshing to hear of a railroad company increasing the 
pay of employes at the bottom. Usually it is the reverse. Too often 
salaries are increased at the top to decrease wages at the bottom. 
But the salary scale of the Southern Railway must be -a beggarly 
one if a majority of its clerical employes draw $70 a month or less. 
Thn company is to be commended for beginning the increase of its 
employes at the right point, but the rate at which it has been paying 
its employes is so niggardly as to be contemptible.

into commission. The big steam schoon- 
er -Is In charge of Captain Olson, and 
runs between this and the port of Coos 
Bay, mating one t-ip a week biitween 
the two ports wltn lumber. The vessel 
lias 'a cs.paclty of 1.000,000 feet, which Is 
about five times 
the 
average 
steam 


schooner's deck capacity. 
The propor- 


tionate cost per thousand feet is not more 
than half of that of tho steam schoon- 
ers. 


During- the recont storms which tied up 


the ports of Burelca, Albion and other 
northern and southern ports, sometimes 
as many as twelve steam schooners were 
laid up at once, but the Smith was mak-
